Balancing the Diet. 


A balanced diet means one In 


which nitrogenous and non-nitro- 
genous or acid combining foods 
•re properly combined, and to 
find this proper combination we 
have only to turn to the guide 
that nature has given us. For 
the maintenance of life it is nec- 
essary that the air we breathe 
should contain approximately 79 
per cent nitrogen and 21 per cent 
oxygen. 
Strangely enough, the 


foods we eat should be gauged 
in about the same ratio. There 
should be 79 per cent of al- 
buminous or nitrogenous foods, 
and there should be 21 per cent 
of foods that will tend to offset 
the ill effects or prevent the ac- 
cumulation of an overabundance 
of 
the 
nitrogenous elements. 


Meats, poultry, corn, beans, peas, 
cereals, cheese, potatoes, etc.. are 
among the most commonly eaten 
nitrogenous foods. 
To balance 


the diet satisfactorily get a good 
work on "foods" and find out uot 
only what the nitrogenous sub- 
stances are. but Just how much 
nitrogen each contains. 
These 


facts once firmly Impressed upon 
the mind, it will be un easy mat- 
ter to adjust the diet to meet 
the necessary conditions.

Conference Committee Works Hard 


and Promises to Moport a Measure 
That 
Moots 
Demands of Part/ 


Platforms. 


Columbus, o. — (Special.) — During 


the legislative recess the conference 
eosftulttee, oonslstiag of Senators Mo- 
Ouir*, Bader and Stockwell and Rep- 
resentative! Kllpatrlck, Langdon and 
Winters has been engaged la work of 
framing up a utilities bill for pres- 
entation to both houses of the general 
assembly simultaneously on May 31. 


One afternoon was given up almost 


entirely to the arguments of the rep- 
toientatives of the Standard Oil con- 
trolled natural gas companies. These 
companies were represented by a 
powerful lobby, who did not mince 
words as to their opinion of state 
regulation, particularly of their own 
business. 


They are against the utility bill and 


against any regulation of their busi- 
ness, and did not hesitate to say so 
boldly to the conference committee. 


The fight of the Standard Oil rep- 


resentatives was directed particularly 
against sections 33, 34, 35 and 36, in 
the bill as it passed the senate. These 
are the sections which provide for a 
review by the commission of any ac- 
tion taken by city councils and makes 
impossible the repeated threat of these 
companies to turn off gas and take it 
elsewhere when unable to secure a 
higher rat* from the consumer. 


James 8. McMahon of Toledo, who 


represents many of the Standard Oil 
Natural gas companies, stated frankly 
to the committee that he did not be- 
lieve the bill could pass with these 
provisions in it. 


The, committee practically agreed 


upon the law so far as it applies to 
all utilities except natural gas com- 
panies. The sentiment is strongly in 
favor of regulation of this important 
industry, which affects some 464,000 
users in the state, the same as any 
other utility. 


So far the committee has agreed 


upon actual valuation as the basis for 
a fair and reasonable rate. It has cut 
out of the bill as It passed the senate 
all reference to stocks and bonds and 
earning capacity as a basis for rates. 


If any expenditures by any utility 


have been improperly made and ac- 
counted for, the commission has full 
power to have such entries changed. 


The commission can also terminate 


aay contracts, subject to notice, at 
any time it may see fit if these con- 
tracts are improper vt disadvantage- 
ous to the public. 


Another amendment provides that 


tbe rights of the consumer to com- 
plain about a rate or charge or any 
method of doing business by a utility 
is not affected by the acceptance by 
the utility of any contract with a mu- 
nicipality; tot example, should a util- 
ity accept a franchise from the city 
council it does not prevent the con- 
sumer from taking the matter to the 
commission, alhough the utility, by 
the' fact of its acceptance, is barred 
from an appeal. 


Furthermore, no utility can com- 


plain about any rate or order of the 
commission unless it first continues 
to furnish Its service during th-j hear- 
ing of the complaint. 


No stocks and bonds shall be is- 


sued without first securing the con- 
sent of the commission. 
This puts 


the commission in full control of the 
business of the utility, and also abso- 
lutely prevents the injection of water 
into the securities. 


Provision is also made for the com- 


pulsory interchange of long-distance 
service between companies, so that 
in the event of merger any little com- 
panies that might possibly be left out 
can not thereby be deprived ot proper 
long-distance service. 


No mergers, leases or sales of prop- 


arty can be made without the "ons^nt 
of the commission after a public bear- 
ing of all parties interested 


The law is to take effect June 30, 


instead of Sept. 1, as proposed in the 
amendment made part of the bill by 
Senator David Tod of Ma honing. 


Governor Harmon is taking a most 


active interest in the bill and has 
gone over all of Its provisions very 
carefully, for the reason that he be- 
lieves the sentiment of the people of 
the state demands legislation in Ohio 
which will put the state abreast of 
•ther states which have gone on rec- 
trd a* favoring such legislation. 


From other arguments presented to 


the legislature in its different com- 
mittees during this session it hsu been 
made clear that the people of the 
state are opposed to useless duplica- 
tion of plants and the double ourden 
upon the consumer which such dupli- 
cation entails.

We left Cincinnati at 8 o'clock over the 
C. N. O. T. P. railway and took in the 
sights at High Bridge, Ky That part 
of Ken tuck that we passed through is 
not very fertile although the scenery 
Is most beautiful. We arrived at Chat- 
tanooga, Tenn., at 6 p. m. and stopped 
at the Grand Hotel for the night 


Monday, May 8, we left the hotel at 


9 a. m. for an auto trip over the battle- 
fields 
of Chickamauga, 
Missionary 


Ridge, Orchard 
Knob and 
Lookout 


Valley. The battlefields in and ad- 
joining the park, reached by the roads 
ar etbose of Chickamauga, Missionary 
Ridge, Orchard Knob, Lookout Moun- 
tain, Ringold Gap, Wauhatchie and 
Brown's Ferry. As you enter the bat- 
tlefield of Missionary Ridge you find 
some very interesting sights, tablets 
and monuments marking every move 
of the Union and Southern armies. 
During the battle of Missionary Ridge 
in 1863, the place where General Bragg, 
one of the Confederate leaders had his 
headquarters, and from which he view- 
ed the battle of Missionary Ridge in 
November, 1863, is marked by a steel 
observatory tower. Here are also lo- 
cated the Illinois and Ohio state mon- 
uments. 


The National cemetery Is also of 


much interest. Here are buried 12,956 
soldiers who died hi the service of the 
United States 
Flowers of all kinds 


are blooming here. We visited Look- 
out Mountain, tire 
most 
beautiful 


mountain in the south. It Is 2400 feet 
above sea level and 1800 feet above the 
river bed. An inclined railroad runs 
to the top of the mountain, and Is 
known as incline cable No. 2, and is 
the longest incline cable in the world, 
being 4,750 feet long and as it 
ap- 


'proaches the top has a grade of 69 feet 
to the 100 altitude feet 
This Is the 


mountain figured In history where the 
famous battle known as "the 
battle 


above the clouds took place. From 
Sunset Rock one can look down four 
hundred feet. Umbrella Rock, near 
this point is also a very beautiful spot. 
From this point one can look down on 
Moccasin Bend, in the Tennessee river, 
which forms the shape of a foot, and 
is 1700 feet wide at Jljis point. It is 
here the Union "batteries were located 
to shut off the supplta^for the South- 
ern army.

Tuesday, May 9th, we visited 
the 


City of Jacksonville, j attended 
the 


Conductors' convention. The beautiful 
palms and the flowers in Florida and 
around Jacksonville are surely grand.

He took charge ot the 
Newark crowd and showed us the town 
In grand style 
The

consisted ot K H Jones and wife, Mr.

John Ellis and Mrs. Munay of

west and the Hon C E Southard of 
St Auguotine, Kla. 


We visited Mr. H Flagler's old home 


and Memorial church, which he built

Court Hotel Ponce D'Leon, one of the 
finest hotels in the world, the rates 
being $10 per day. We also visited the 
Elks club where we were royally en- 
tertained 
One of the places of much 


interest that we visited was the old 
Spanish Fort at St. Augustine, known 
as Fort Marion. This fort was origin- 
ally built in 1565. It was destroyed in 
1586 by Sir Francis Drake, and 
the 


present fort was finished in 1756 Many 
clebrated 
captives were imprisoned 


here 
On the right hand side is the 


door leading to the dungeon, where, in 
1836 the skeletons and the two large 
iron cages were found by a 
United 


States military engineer 
Heavy guns 


were formerly mounted on the battle- 
ments from the circular tower 
An ex- 


cellent view of the channel and ocean 
is obtained from this point. The fort 
still shows the manner of torture that 
was used during the Spanish reign. 
On the side next the ocean in 
the 


moat, was tne place of execution, the 
dark and bloody ground of the fort, 
the prisoners kneeling with their faces 
to the wall, weie shot by a file of 
Spanish soldiers who came out from 
the interior of the fort for the pur- 
pose. Marks of bullets by the score are 
plainly seen upon the wall commem- 
orating the unfortunates who were ex- 
ecuted here. Here also is the old slave 
market used during 
slavery 
days, 


where the slaves were sold, and 
the 


oldest Catholic church in the United 
States Florida Lodge, 624, B. of R. T 
entertained the visiting conductors and 
their families at Gfeen Cove Springs, 
Fla., with a grand barbecue.

at 
Columbia 


Heights, a suburb of Minneapolis. 
Prior to its use as a funeral car it 
was the private carriage of the mar- 
tyred president. 
It carried bis body 


from Washington to Springfield, 111., 
for burial in 18(i.*>. 
Fragments of the 


ruins will be given away as relics. 


The car had been exhibited in all 


parts of the United Scales and 
had 


become well known everywhere. Ms 
most notable exhibit was in th.e Lin- 
coln museum at the St. Louis world's 
l a i r in 1!HM. 
It. was considered ono 


of the country's most 
sacred 
relics 


outside the Liberty bell. 


The car was built 
in the military 


car shops at old Alexandria, Va., in 
18<;:;, for the special use of 1're.sident 
Lincoln and his cabinet. He loved the 
c-ir and used it mucn und it therefore 
was used to carry his body to Spring- 
field. Lincoln wa.-; shot April 14, isi;'.> 
and the trip to .Springfield began ear 
ly on the morning of April 20. Lines 
of people stood with bared heads :is 
it passed through the many 
towns 


and cities along the way. Three years 
before the car had made a 
similar 


trip w i t h the body of the president's 
son William. 


The car was then returned to the 


shops where it was built an>1 left un- 
til .lune of the same year, when it 
was used to convey the body of Mr^. 
W. H. Sewnrd. wife of the secretary 
of state under Lincoln, to her former 
borne in Auburn, X. Y. The car was 
sold in ISfifi to T. C. Durant, 
who 


was then building the Union Pacific 
road. 
It was used ns the official car 


of the line for many yenrs, or u n t i l 
its standard of luxury had been stir- 
passed by later models. 


Next it was found in common uso 


on tiie mountain lines MI Colorado 
and then sidetracked to rot away,its 
days of usefulness being over.
